Nashville, TeniL. Jan. i7.— Gov- 
Peter Turney sent his first message to 
the legislature, since his inauguration, 
Thursday. The governor recommends 
the abolition of the lease sys- 
tem at the expiration of the present 
contract, und submits two propositions 
to the legislature. The first is for the 
UaU* to purchnse coal fields and stone 
quarries und employ a -portion of the 
convicts therein. »he governor thinks 
this proposition will meet with consid- 
erable opposition, however, and recom- 
mends the erection of a new prison 
large enough to accommodate '.,000 pris- 
oners, who shall not be employed out- 
side the walla 

ThecoLvicts should be graded and 
the more hardened criminals separated 
from the youthful offenders, by teach- 
ing tbem trades and by the use of 
machinery, the penitentiary would be 
self-supporting and would not come in 
competition with free labor. 

Gov. Turney also recommends the cre- 
ation of a new court of appeals to re- 
lieve the supreme court of its burden; 
advocates an extension of the Austra- 
lian ballot law to small towns, and the 
reduction of the fees of coal oil in-

nocHKSTEit, N. Y., Jan. 27. —The 
shadow which has been hovering over 
the Rochoster Coal exchange for ten 
days took material form at 5 o'cloek 
Thursday afternoon, when the grand 
Jury reported to Justice Rumsey, In the 
circuit court, indictments charging the 
big coal dealers in the exchange with 
conspiracy. 

The indictment charges that the 
members of the exchange hnve con- 
spired to prevent free competition in 
the sale of coal, and to advance the 
price. The indictment Is based upon 
the constitution and by-laws of the ex- 
change. The constitution and by-laws 
were adopted on February 4, 1892. 

The following order, promulgated by 
Secretary J. Harry Stedmnn, of the ex- 
change, about three months ago, also 
appears In the indictment: "The sale 
of coal, through grocers or any other 
outside parties, is deemed prvdju- 
eial to the interests of this ex- 
change, and must be stopped at once. 
Whether unv commission is -paid or not, 
or whether there be any form of recipro- 
city, or the transaction is purely from 
friendship, the principle is the 
same. All signs In such outside places 
indicating or suggesting orders, must 
come down. The coal dealers of Roches- 
ter should do the coal business of the 
city, and the sooner the trade wholly 
reverts to its normal channels, the bet- 
ter for the true interest of every tnem- 
t>er of the exohange." The constitu- 
tion of the exchange provides that the 
price of coal may be decreased or ad- 
vanced by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 

In addition to the indictments the 
grand jury mi le a presentment to tits 
curt, setting forth that in its Investi- 
gations which resulted in the indict- 
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dealers m dieted have been arretted yet. 
It Is believed that they will lie brought 
into court Friday. They are aJao 
charged with preventing dealers who
